We can 
only say that the ‘“‘people gene rally” of At- 
lanta would never hold such views of the 
journalists, the physicians and the officials of 
Conyers or any other city inthe state. We 
should hate to believe that there is any vil- 
lage or town or “little city’ in this state or 
any other state where there could be such an 
unholy and mendacious combination made be- 
tween leading citizens and officials as is ‘‘be 
lieved”’ to exist in Atlanta for 
the purpose cf misleading an 
innocent public by lying and decep- 
tion. Hence,we read with sorrow Mr.Stewart's 
statement that his ‘‘people generally” be- 
lieve that we are suppressing the facts after 
we have most solemnly and specifically as- 
sured them that we have told the whole 
truth. 

The issue is squarely put this way. Mr. 
Stewart is kind enough to say ‘‘from lack of 
information, perhaps,’’ we are suppressing the 
truth. In justice to Atlanta we cannot take 
advantage of this excuse. There can be ‘‘no 
“lack of information’’ on our part. Such a 
“lack,”’ with our facilities for investigation, 
would be as criminal as to withhold 
the facts when we had them. With 
our reporters et work—with the board 
of health in constant session—with thirteen 
physicians and ten inspectors in the employ 
of the city, and morning, day and nightin 
search for small-pox—with enough alarm in 
the city to cause every person, white or black, 
to report the ‘slightest suspicious circum- 
stances in every neighborhood—with__physi- 
cian€#valled to the slightest case of sickness, 
and anxiety felt to know the verdict in each 
case—with all these influences at work and 
others that cannot be described in support of 
them, itisimpossible that there should be 
information.” It 1s within the 
limits of possibility that in _ several 
months one case might be hidden and 
kept hidden from even the most 
inquisitorial search. But that a hundred 
cases, or ten cases, or even five cages, in six 
months’ time could be suppressed from offi 
cial search is squarely and absolately impos- 
sible. We have seen an entire day given by 
an official in patiently tracing out the rumors 
affecting a single case. Every one knows that 
one case endangers a neighborhood and there 
is the most jealous inspection by every fami- 
ly of adjoining premises. There can be no 
‘Jack of infermation.’’ We know the situa- 
tion and we print the truth. 

As to the people who aresaid to have fled to 
Conyers for protection, we can say nothing. 
We have already published that Mr. Taylor 
and his family, who were in the house next 
to Mr. Maddox, left for Conyers under the 
apprehension that a boy in the house had the 
small-pox. It turned out to be measles. Mr 
Taylor has returned and telegraphed for his 
family to return—seeing that there is not the 
slightest danger here. We telegraphed Mr. 
Stewart to please wire us the names of At 
lanta’s refugees in Conyers, excepting Mr. 
Taylor’s family. He replied as follows: 

CONYERS, Ga., May 138.—EbDITORS CONSTITUTION, 
Atlanta, Ga.—Your telegram received. I prefer net 
to mention names, but the following will substan- 
tiate my communication of yesterday in defense of 
our little city for having quarantined against

CONYERS, Ga., May 13.—Mr. T. D. Stewart—Dear 
Sir: In answerto your inquiry, we would say: 
There have been upwards of twenty persons who 
have come to Conyers within the last ten or fifteen 
days from Atlanta who say they are fleeing from 
small-pox.

We believed—and we believe now—that we 


could show that any person who left the city 
did sounder some false alarm, as did the 
family of Mr. Taylor. As we are unable to 
get their names we can do no more. We ac- 
cept as true, of course, the testimony of Mr. 
Stewart and the officials of Conyers, even 
while we believe their method of stating it 
does Atlanta an injustice. 

We reiterate, however, the full and absolute 
truth of what we have published concerning 
the small-pox. Whether the people gener- 
ally of Conyers believe or disbelieve it, we 
assert that we have given the public the ex- 
act state of affairs. There is not the slightest 
cause of alarm in the situation as it is. 
The “‘rumors”’ are worse than the ‘‘small-pox,’ 
and we can kill out the latter much easier 
than we can the former. However, we shall 
continue to do our best on both. 

MOVING GEORGIA’S FRUIT CROP. 

Georgia bas now on her peach trees millions 

of bushels of fruit. This fruit will be ripe in 
thirty days from date. It will be ready for 
the northern and western markets a month 
earlier than the peaches of Maryland or Dela- 
ware. 
The Georgia orchards will furnish the first 
peaches of the season, and the most delicious 
peaches, to New Yorkand Chicago. In these, 
or in other eastern und western markets, the 
Georgia peaches, marketed as early fruit, will 
bring from $10 to $12 a bushel, declining as 
the season advances and the bloom of the 
peach wears off. In face of these facts, the 
chances are that the bulk of the Georgia 
peach crop will either rot in the orchards, be 
canned and dried, or sold in home markets 
at twenty-five or fifty cents a bushel. 

But why? If Georgia has the peaches, and 
the great cities want them at high prices, why 
cannot the exchange be made to mutual 
profit? The trouble is transportation. Trains 
for the carrying of early fruit must be fur- 
nished so as to protect the fruit, must be 
moved swiftly, and at the same time cheaply. 
A train of refrigerator or fruit cars, run on 
fast schedule, and at reasonable rates, conld 
be loaded daily in Georgia during the season. 
A fruit car, attached to the passenger trains, 
could be filled and sent out on every train 
that leaves for two weeks. ¥

portation for her enormous peach crop. If 
properly marketed, this crop will bring 
millions of dollars into’ the state in 
the next sixty days. If there is delay in 
the transportation the fruit growers 
will lose the edge and profit of the market.

THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS. 

The khedive is in great trouble, He stands 
between the porte, which is endeavoring to 
reussert its authority in Egypt, and Arabi 
Bey, whois at the head of.the army. The 
ministry of Mahmoud Baroudi was created 
by the army; it has persistently preferred 
native-born Egyptians to Circassians, and 
Mussulmans to Copts; it has endeavored to 
lead the new national movement; it hasgiven 
the army promotions and whatever else it 
demanded, and yet it is almost without 
support. It is about to fall, and so for 
that matter is the khedive. The man 
behind the revolution is undoubtedly Arabi 
Bey, who wishes to get rid of the khedive. If 


} he can secure the support of the troops, 


and especially if he has the Bedouin tribes of 
Egypt at his back, he can readily effect his 
object. But what will England and France 
do? What will the porte backed by Germany, 
Austrig,and Italy say to this? The commu- 
tation of the sentences of some Circassian 
oflicers bas been made the occasion of this 
The .khedive says he will stand 

he has done; that he 
expects majerial support from Eng- 
land and France, by whose advice 
he signed the decree commuting the sentence 
of the Circassian officers. The notables who 
have been asked to depose the khedive, refuse 
to meet unless convened legally. The khe- 
dive can, therefore, count upon their neutral- 
ity and the support of England and France. 
The army will doubtless obey Arabi Bey. 
The old khedive, Ismail Pasha, is said 
to favor a_ revolution. The situation 
is one of suspense and dread. All feel that 
an enduring peace cam only be had through 
war. Trade is paralized, and outside of the 
large towns everything is in confusion. No 
one respects the law or the officials in the 
lesser towns and country districts. The next 
news from the army, ruled country will, it is 
thought, announce either the abdication of 
the khedive or the clash of arms, and we may 
hear of both inone day. If Arabi Bey suc- 
ceeds in driving the khedive out of the 
country he will be its dictator just so long as 
he can maintain his grip on the army. What 
Egypt is to gain in such a change itis very 
difficult to see. The army is now too power- 
ful and too expensive, and under Arab Bey 
itsrule would gradually grow worse until 
circumstances brought on the country an- 
other crisis or foreign intervention.

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“THE SPENT BULLET.”’ 

Under this title we print in our supplement 
a remarkable piece of writing. It is from the 
North American Review, and is the work of 
“Gail Hamilton.”’ 

This bright woman uses the case of Presi- 
dent Garfield asa text on which to arraign 
science, religion and the law. She holds 
science blamable in that it claims to be uner- 
ring in its proclamation of the unknowable 
and the unprovable, but when brought to the 
simple, practical test of finding a bullet ina 
man’s body, treated a pus-cavity for eighty 
days asawound. Religion is made to answer 
for the failure of its prayers to bring the 
dying president back to life. The law for the 
travesty of justice it permitted in the trial of 
Guiteau. 

The brilliancy of the arraignment compels 
our admiration, but candor compels us to say 
that she has not made out her case. Science 
erred in locating the bullet, but it was the 
fallible judgment of men that was at fault, 
and not the exorable principles on which 
science bases her work. Religion failed to 
ward off death by prayer, but the very es- 
sence of religion and of prayer is that the 
Lord orders all things for the best, and tha 
what to us appears cruel, may in the eye of 
omniscience be mercy itself. ‘‘Thy will not 
mine be done,”’ is the corner-stone of the 
Christian’s creed.. The Saviour himself sets 
the form and lesson of supplication when he 
prayed in the garden of Gethsemane: “If it be 
possible let this cup pass from me—neverthe- 
less,not as I will, but as thou wilt.’’ Underlying 
the spirit of ail prayer is perfect faith that 
whatever God does is best, and perfect resig- 
nation to His allwise decrees. Until mortal 
sight has the sweep and compass of the uni- 
verse—until finite understanding has grown 
to onminiscience—man cannot divine the wis- 
dom of his prayer; and until then the Christ 
tian holds that the decision of the Almighty 
is- merciful and just, whether or not it is in 
conflict with human appeal. The law is held 
responsible for the farce of Guiteau’s trial, but. 
Guiteau is condemned to be hung and thelaw 
is justified, and the indictment 
against the forces at work on Garfield fails in

BOURBONS AND REPUBLICANS. 

It is understood that Mr. Cha]mers, whose 
seat in the house was recently given to Lynch, 
the colored contestant, is said to be very 
angry because the democrats failed to come 
to hissupport. A Washington dispatch has 
this information in regard to the matter: 

It is understood that the day before he left he 
called at the office of Secretary William E. Chandler 
(who keeps the same sort of an eye on southern 
politics which Frank Hatton, first assistant post- 
master-general, keeps on northern politics) and 
informed that astute gentleman that he was ‘dis- 
gusted with the bourbons,’ and proposed to ally 
himself with the liberal movement in Mississippi.

If Chalmers proves worthy o& help he will 
be helped. 

We have very little doubt that Lynch is 
entitled to his seat, and it is probable that 
just such a doubt on the part of the democrats 
prevented them from jarring down the ceiling 
and tearing’up the seats in the house of repre- 
sentatives in order to keep Chalmers in a so't 
place. The statements made in the dispatch 


quoted above have been rather vaguely de- 
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vale—his democracy _,being 
as concentrated and as bitter as the su{phate 
of quinine. We have observed that these 
fiery democrats are apt to cool off with start- 
ling rapidity when they consider themselves 
badly treated. There are several instances in 
Georgia where men, who a few years ago were 
howling for the back hair of republicanism, 
are now mustering around drumming up 
votes for the purpose of making an attempt 
to destroy the democratic party. 

The trouble with these too fiery democrats 
is that they believe the democratic party was 
created to promote and further their personal 
interests—that its principles consist in sup- 
plying them with office and in providing 
for their friends and relations. When oneof 
these fiery, untamed, unreconstructed pa- 
triots fails to secure an office, he begins to de- 
nounce the democratic organization as cor- 
rupt, and he straightway becomes an inde- 
pendent. When this fails, he then begins 
to flirt with the republicans, but 
still endeavors to deceive those who have 
had confidence in him. It may be 
that the extract which we have quoted does 
Mr. Chalmers injustice. It may be untrue; 
but it servesas atext—and it isa text which, 
in Georgia, needs no explanation and little 
comment. The peopleare standing right now 
in the presence of movement to place the 
influence of the state behind the republican 
party—a movement inaugurated by men who 
grew tired of democratic principles because 
the democratic organization failed to provide 
them with office. There is very little ‘‘coa- 
lition’” about such a movement, It is repub- 
licanism itself. 


TWO STATESMEN. 


OHN Quincy ADAMs. By John T. Morse, Jr. Bos-

It is to be presumed that the engaging young gen- 
tlemen who have just produced the volumes whose 
titles are set forth above, are really laboring under 
the impression that they have composed valuable 
additions to biographical literature, and, 
in truth, so far as a vigorous, — clear, 
compact style and a remarkable tact 
in selecting and arranging the materials 
of panegyric, are concerned, the volumes are of the 
best. But panegyric is not biography, and the eu- 
logistic method is fatal to historical accuracy. Itis 
fair to say, therefore, that neither Mr. Morse nor Mr 
Lodge has written a biography that will serve the 
purposes of the student of history. There is nota 
chapter in either volume calculated to throw light 
upon the remarkable political development which 
was going on during the periods covered by their 
books. The opportunity they have missed is not 
lost, but it awaits the approach of who- 
ever will come with the ardor of the his- 
torian, scholar and patriot. It may be that 
the volumes before us are inte.ded as mere 
monographs, but this ought to be clearly stated, 
so that the reader may have a reasonably fair idea 
of the nature and extent of the feast to which he is 
invited. Even a monograph, however,should be im- 
partial in tone and judgment, and should lay 
some claim to historical fullness, at least so far as 
facts are concerned. With respectto John Quincy 
Adams, Mr. Morse should have stated his position 
in regard to what he termed the ‘‘right of seces- 
sion,’’ which he acknowledged fully and freely in 
1839. This is a fact of history which should not 
have escaped Mr, Morse’s attention,and which he 
should have had the nerve to mention. Asa 
simple fact it would have added nothing, 
nor would it have taken anything away 
from the picture which Mr. Morse 
draws of aslobbering shrieking old man, wabbling 
up and down the aisles of the house of represent- 
atives and gnashing his toothless gums in senile 
rage. In Mr. Morse’s volume, the discovery is made 
that John Quincy Adams invented the Monroe doc- 
trine, while Mr. Lodge is equally certain that Al- 
exander Hamilton wasits inventor. Thisis a dif- 
ference of opinion which even history cannot recon- 
cile, but it brings us around to Mr. Lodge’s remark: 
able eulogy of Hamilton. The volume reads like an 
enlarged epitaph. We learn that Hamilton was 
the author of our form of government, and the orig 
ina] lessee and manager of the 
federal constitution, that well-known palladium 
of our liberties Mr. Lodgeadmits that Hamilton 
was not the author of all of Washington’s letters, 
dispatches and speeches, but the admission is made 
with the frankness which springs froin between a 
wink and a grunt, so that the reader, if he is at all 
impressed with Mr. Lodge’s remarks, is apt to come 
to the conclusion thatif Hamilton had not survived 
the teething period, Washington would cut but «4 
sorry figureip history. Madison was never heard 
of, and as for Jefferson—why Jefferson was merely 
a little cross-roads politician who walked on his 
handsiand knees whenever Hamilton,the only gen- 
uine inventor of the Monroe doctrine, was 
around. The volumes are of abund- 
ant interest, but they are a burlesque on seii vs 
biography. Thetruth of the busivess is, the plans 
of publishers do not run parallel with literary 
work of permanent interest. These worthy men do 
not consider themselves respectable unless they are 
issuing a series of some kind, and when a series is 
once under way all is grist that comes to that par- 
ticular mill. Weare entering upon an era of very 
brilliant padding, it seems,and men with a litera- 
ry knack are developing into hacks. Messrs. Morse 
and Lodge are not hacks and never will be, but the 
volumes which they have contributed to the Amer- 
ican Statesmen series are written under limitations 
which are fatal to their permanent value.

Itisavery delicate crop, and 
unless it is swiftly carried to market much of its 
yalue is lost. Forexample, the Georgia peach is 
the first peach that is ready for the northern and 
western markets. If itcan get into New York and 
Chieago on orereme trainsassoon asit is ready for 
picking, it will command fabulous prices, and will 
bring millions of dollars to the fruit growers of the 
state.’’ 

“Are there not sufficient facilities forcarrying the 
crop already?’

BARTON’S ARREST. 


What Mr. W. A. Fuller Has to Suy of the &trictures 
Upon Him. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 18.—Editors Constitution: 
Some days ago, at his request, I accorded to one of 
your reporters an interview in regard to one C. J. 

Sarton, on Whose bdnd I had been. This Barton 
had violated the laws*of the land, as the jury which 
tried him decided, whereupon he was duly sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for a term of years, I be- 
lieve four (4). These tacts and others I stated to 
your reporter, and he gave them to the public near- 
iyasilgavethemtohim. The ‘other’’ facts were 
such as letters, contracts, dispatches and 
So on, which I handed to him 

[also stated to your reporter that after Barton 
had been sentenced as above, his counsel, after 
other unusual efforts, well and faithfully made by 
them in the superior court, carried his case to the 
supreme court, 

There was to be considerable time (from July, 
1881, to January or February, 1882), that must neo- 
essurily pass, and in jail Barton had 
to be or bonded. His counsel, true. to 
their. client, worked for him as _ pur 
autre vie. I had been Barton’s 
friend oniy when he walked in correct paths. I 
had been, was at the time and am now thef iend 
of Barion’s counsel. Those gentiemen really, and 
of a truth, did induce me to stand for Barton, They 
were working, as they had aright to do and as it 
was their duty to do, for Barton. When my name 
with Judge Hiilyer’s approval gave Barton his lib- 
erty he went away. Barton says that his lawyers 
advised him to go, and both of 
them have told me the same. Oue of them 
furnished money, and the other bought the rail- 
road ticket. They agreed thatif I would go on the 
bond they would see that 1 lost nothing to the ex- 
tent of $125 90 each. Barton’s Texas uncle (J. H. 
M. Barton) offered to send the bond money, (this I 
learned aiter Barton was already in Texas), if 
counsel would only write ortelegraph forit. ‘his 
is the truth. {. Barton writes me that his 
nephew’s counsel insisted upon $250.00 for the one 
and $100.00 for the other as ‘‘fee money.’”’ 

He writes to Broyles & Spencer, his nephew's 
counsel: “I willsend bond money wher you write 
me, or you may telegraph if you wish.’’ But further 
on he says in his letter: ‘‘By paying the bund I 
naturally suggest the idea of time, as to the fees, 
but paying the bond will not bar your right to the 
fees.’’ ( rite from memory—have the papers). 

In other words—stating the case in business 
language—C. I. Barton's uncle, J. H. M. Barton, 
of. Tyler, Texas, was willing and offered 
to send money to satisfy the bond, but Broyles and 
Spencer preferred the fee money, and in their ewn 
way so managed the matter that their client left 
Tyler, Texas (I have the dates) and traveled aronnd 
(1 followed him by letter and by telegrams) so as to 
make me quite restless, untillcomplied with my 
promise to Governor Colquitt, which I made in 
the bend. Broyles says Burton was employed 
by me as counsel, and that this is proba- 
bly one of the incentives for une to go upon 
the bond. Barton was hired by mein a case, but 
the papers read ‘‘Broyles & Barton ’’ ‘The fee has 
been paid. Ihavethe receipt for the money, and 
a considerable part of the business is still unfinish- 
ed. Nowifl wait for the two to comply with their 
written contract my unfinished business will have 
to “go over’ (four years), and as for the 
charges of ‘“‘vambling,’’ base purposes, 
etc., I can only sav it would be 
unkind in me to be otherwise than friendly and 
sympathetic toward two of my fellow-eitizens who 
have lost both their name and their money. Yes, 
I have both of the parties sued for their part of the 
expenses, and I believe they will haveitto pay. I 
did not know that Barton was to be sent away, if 1 
had known it | woald not have gone on his bond. 
I believed him quietly, and so told Broyles and 
Spencer. W., A. FULLER.

Beiore her eyes, uuder 
hes band, lay a Duman soul in sore strait—a 
huinan lite wuuted into the valley oil the 
shadow of death, longing to Come out into 
the supsbine of the iair and open day, The 
whole nation, the whole woria, shared In the 
longing. Whatever love and weaith could 
protier was ready to the band of science. 
ieverything that gratitude could inspire, 
every thing Ufat ambition could desire, lay in 
Wail to rewara the man who should conduct 
the august suilerer buck through the gates of 
life. 
and science accepted the trust manfully. 
The mosi celebrated and the most accom- 
plished brought to that darkened chamber 
tbeir highest knowledge with ever renewed 
and unwearying elfurt.

bored into—suometimes With seven dillerent 
catheters of different sizes al a sifgie dressing 
—and let them ieed the man as Garfiela was 
fed, and furnish him with the maiarious air 
that Garticid breathed, apd sequester him as 
Garfield was sequestered—and uot one mun 
in 10,000 would survive the borror of it fur 8v 
days. 

wor is it surgical science alone that suffers, 
Electricity came forward—stimulated by the 
common grief, and love and longing—with an 
ingenious scheme to discover the ball by 
some mystical metallic ailinity. The world 
was proudly bidden to bend its earand leark- 
en to the bum and buzzof the obedient bullet 
responding to the summons of the marvelous 
machine: How it did hum and buzz! We 
heard it from Maine to California, and did 
obesiance to science. 

But when the weary soul had fled, and this 
fine and far-reaching science could fall to 
work like a butcher in the shambles, the 
bullet was not there! It never had. been 
there. Science was so wholly blind io the 
bullet's location th@t she took an hour and 
a half to find it,even inthe shambies. The 
bullet lay remote, concealed, where kindly 
nature wove aroundit the curtain of harim- 
lessness, whilea malignant and mischievous 

us-pocket was personating it to the credu- 
ous surgeons and lauguing science to scorn 
for eighty days. Life guarded her secret well. 
Death djd but toss up a flattened leaden ball 
to a ubeless and senseless scalpel. 

Itouch upon these dire facts, which ali 
men shudder toremember, not from hostility 
to the surgeons, but in utter repudiation of 
the vain, giorious boasting of science. I fuily 
believe that the surgeons did, with patriotic 
as Weill as professional honor, their very high- 
est best. And because it was their highest 
best, religion basa right todemand of science 
—an iniantof days, and now self proven to 
be a mewl og and puking in'ant—to cease her 
random interference with religion, and to 
give herself-excilusively to sharpening her 
own eyes and strengthening her own muscle. 

But whiie her foe, science—faisely so-cailed, 
nescience rightly named, sinée true science 
and true religion are not only not tves, but 
two phases of one truth—whiie science is thus 
bumiliated, religion, if never again, can at- 
ford to be frank and ddmit that her preten 
sions, too, were a good deal shattered by that 
treacherous buliet. The faith cure was ap- 

lied, and it failed just as egregiously and 
just as conspicuously as the science-cure 
tailed. It was appealed to, not with skeptical 
and sneering intent, but with sincerity and 
humility. ‘be nation fell upon its Knees in 
acommon grief and a common desire.

gard him, how little the church has ever 
believed in the doctrine of total depravity. 
Let us be frank. The church stood ready, 
Waiching, eager to leap up and claim tor 
prayer the credit of Garlield’s recovery. Sune 
couied not wait the issue. When the clouu 
lifted a little and Jet a momentary gleam of 
hope shine through, the church sang softly, 
tentatively, timialy, as needs she must, her 
delight in the answer to prayer. But if Gar- 
fielu's recovery Was ansWer lu prayer and jus- 
Ufication of the ciuurch’s theory, then his 
death was the non-answer to prayer and the 
destruction of “her theory. If the church 
founds her philosophy on the sand, that 
philosophy must crash when the sand is 
washed away. When James, 4 servant of God 
and of the Lord Jesus Christ, sent lis greeting 
to the twelve tribes which were = scut- 
tered, and assured them that the prayer 
of faith should save the sick, — it 
may well be that be spoke the truth. I can 
eusily believe that He by whom the worlds 
were made was perlectiy acquainted with all 
the properties and iurces OL inatter, and could 
certily himself to His teebie and ignorant 
followers by combinations und appliances 
which science has taken thousands of Years 
to teel after, and will take thousands more to 
command, But tosdy that He dues it now, 
to suy that, In response to the prayers of the 
church, He did it last summer ior the United 
States of Anierica, is @ statetucnt Which In- 
telligence cunnot accept, and which — ecclesi- 
asticism cannot enlorce. Science, indeed, 
reaped a harvest of humiliation, but theology

Was ehnouga, aud the ussussin’s threatened ex- 
posure crumbled into tmaudiin praise. Bench 
and bar, and:jury couid not defend them- 
selves ugalust Guiteau’s noisy and vulgar 
scurrility. 
And what did the law accomplish? What 
new reverence tor its wUtetuods and its tri- 
umphs did we acquire Wu Waiched its siow 
progress? Guiteau, with his clear, shrewd 
tuimd, knew ai the outset tiat bis danger lay 
trom mob law rather than trem statute law, 
He made ali his arrangemenis to thee trom 
popular justice, which would haye torn him 
in pieces instantly, to legal justice, which is 
ioitering and uncertain. And bis taith was 
justified. The way of the law, instead of Leing 
short, sharp and decisive, Was not only loud 
With his rant, but tortuous and inconclusive. 
Mountains of testimony were heaped up 
around facts which were admitted ww begin 
with. <A great clcud of expert witnesses were 
summoned toinvestigute Guiteau’s brain with 
as childlike a faith as if an equally great cloud 
of experts had nut been brougnt to shame 
over Guiteau’s body. And with all the time 
and talent, and money expended, not a singie 
important fact was discuvered, not a singie 
new relation was developed; all the fornisand 
sulemnities of the law only came to ihe point 
that the public had reached in tour and twenty 
hours—tiiat the assassin was &@ human mon- 
ster who should be hung by the neck wll he is 
dead. is 
Thus—in the presence of death let us be per- 
fectiy fearless and pertectiy trank—tius 
besmeared with all the mud that politca. 
fury can fling, suddenly, -without a mo- 
ment’s warning, without a single instant 
to hide his iniquity, to cleanse himself irom 
sin, or to fold his robe Roman-wise about hun, 
this man was struck down io iieipiessicss 
and death. Asinstantly ali the smirch and 
smear vanished into non-existence, and he 
lay a prostrate figure of purity, and patience, 
and patriotism, the shining unage of dumes- 
tic virtue, of manly beruism, of political 
nobility. 
For eighty days 
—jn stern silence, 
His thraidom he bore, 

Till the last morning came 

And Deaih opened the door, 
And never under any test did one jot or tit- 
tle of manhood fail him. Every republic on 
this earth, and every soul that turns wistfully 
toward freedom, gazed with infinite interest 
upon his long struggle, to know wWuat 
manner of man a republic nurtures; and 
every republican heart thrilled with Joy, in 
ail its heaviness, to see that never King nor 
kaiser bore himself more royaliy.
